WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
unani­ 
mously today that a man may 
not be imprisoned merely be­ 
cause he is too poor to pay a 
fine. 
‘The decision apparently would 
knock down statutes and affect 
countless prisoners in v irtually 
ev ery state, county and city in 
the nation where local law pro­ 
v ides that indigents “ work out” 
unpaid fines in jail. 
The court acted in the case of

Ruins of Church 
Built Over Jesus' 
Grave Said Found 


J ERUSALEM 
(AP) 
- 
A 
Greek archeologist announced 
today he has discov ered re­ 
mains of the original church 
built ov er the grav e of J esus. 
The archeologist, Athanasios 
Economopoulos, said the church 
was built in 335 by Constantine 
the Great, the emperor who 
made Christianity the official 
religion of the Roman Empire. 
Economopoulos said the find 
was made inside the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, inside the 
walled city of Old J erusalem. 
The Greek Orthodox Patri­ 
archate, which controls a part 
of the church, decided to ex plore 
the area during restoration of 
the present building, he said. 
Economopoulos said he was en­ 
gaged by the Greek gov ernment 
and the patriarchate. 
Restoration of the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre has been 
going on for a number of y ears 
and is ex pected to be completed 
by nex t y ear.

The President's big gain came 
when Democratic Gov . Warren 
E. 
Hearnes of Missouri 
an­ 
nounced, after he and three oth­ 
er gov ernors met with Nix on for 
two hours in Des Moines, th at h e 
was a conv ert to the chief ex ec­ 
utiv e’s rev enue-sharing plan. 
Hearnes’ shift from earlier 
skepticism was no small v ictory 
for the administration. The Mis­ 
sourian is chairman of the Na­ 
tional Gov ernor’s Conference. 
Nix on may hav e lost points, 
howev er, in the imprecise area

Teller Held Up 
At Closing Hour; 
FBI Investigating 


Federal

were hopeful today that a photo 
of a bank robber leav ing the 
main office of Farmers National 
Bank on 
E. 
State 
St. 
with 
$3,07 8 Monday 
afternoon 
will 
lead to a quick identification 
and arrest. 
The photo of the bank robber 
nearing the front door and car­ 
ry ing a brown manila env elope 
into which he had instructed a 
woman teller to fill with cur­ 
rency after handing her a note 
was released this morning by 
the Federal Bureau of Inv esti­ 
gation. 
Outside of the photos, taken 
with a surv eillance camera trig­ 
gered by the teller at the same 
time an alarm was tripped, fed­ 
eral agents and police indicated 
they had only a few clues on 
which to work. 
Tliey requested any one with 
information about the man or 
the robbery to contact police or 
the nearest FBI office. No in­ 
div idual attempt to approach 
the man should be made, they 
warned, pointing out he should 
be considered “ potentially dan­ 
gerous.” 
Authorities said they had no 
information on whether the rob­ 
ber was armed, but noted the 
teller, Miss Anna Kerr, said he 
kept one hand in his pocket, an 
apparent 
indication he may 
hav e had a gun. 
The robber walked out the 
front door but it apparently is 
not known which direction he 
turned or whether he had a car 
or an accomplice waiting. 
Some bank employ es and cus­ 
tomers were unaware of the rob­ 
bery until after the man walked 
out the front door through which 
he had entered only minutes be­ 
fore. 
Alarm Sounded at 2:59 
Police were alerted at 2:59 
p.m. when the bank burglar 
alarm was tripped. Two cruisers 
quickly were dispatched to the 
bank and other officers checked 
nearby parking lots to see if 
they could spot a suspicious per­ 
son or car. But the bandit al­ 
ready had v anished. 
Police also quickly secured; a 
description of the bandit a4d 
broadcast it to area law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
The bandit was described as 
being between 55 and 60 y ears 
old and about 5-foot-ll with a 
medium build. He had brown 
hair and was wearing a brown 
jacket, possibly suede or leath­ 
er, and a brown felt hat. 
Hands Teller Note 
According to authorities, the 
man approached the third tell­ 
er’s window on the east side of 
the bank lobby and handed Miss 
Kerr a brown manila env elope 
with a note. 
The note read: “ Stay calm. 
Fill this up with large bills.” 
She placed her only package 
of large bills in the env elope, 
but the robber replied, “ More,” 
so smaller bills were stuffed in 
his env elope. While putting the 
money in the env elope, the teller 
triggered the alarm.

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Corroding the Presidency 


We are ju st into 1971, a long way from the nex t 
presidential election in Nov ember of 1972, bu t al­ 
ready the cannon aimed at President Richard Nix ­ 
on are booming. 
The climate of dissent, which reached new peaks 
in the United States in recent y ears, has made the 
President a principal target for all who seem com- 
pelleo to be against something. 
Althou gh it is nothing new for the president of 
the United States to be su bjected to criticism and 
censu re, the sheer v olu me of criticism being heap­ 
ed u pon him today by spokesmen representing al- 
mos1 ev ery facet of ou r society mu st be u npreced­ 
ented in ou r history . 
As a consequ ence, the grand image of the presi­ 
dency is shriv eling like a dried u p blackey ed pea. 
For the more he is v erbally attacked and v ilified, 
his ju dgments qu estioned, his decisions ridicu led, 
the more he can be v erbally “stoned,” the grea er 
ihe erosion of his position and, secondarily , of this 
cou ntry . 


THE NEWS OF OUR TIME and the headlines 
which tell of it su bstantiate many of these obser­ 
v ations. 
Last week former ambassador Av e. ill Harriman 
criticized the President for ex panding the war in 
Indochina and told Yale stu dents the best way to 
change things there was to “elect a new president.’* 
Former presidential candidate Eu gene McCarthy , 
at a teach-in at Harv ard Univ ersity , fanned the 
fires of opposition to the President’s policies and 
ehaiged that the citizens of this cou ntry today are 
m the position the colonists were in when they pro* 
tested tax ation withou t representation. 
The headlines state: “Samu elson Derides Nix on’s 
Forecast on the Economy ,” “Nix on’s Health Care 
Proposals Criticized by Au to Union Head,” “Meany 


Assails Nix on's Action on Constru ction Wage Ceil* 
ing. ’ ‘ Nix on Mov e Irks Veteran Hard Hat.” 
The President, hav ing campaigned for decentral­ 
ization of the federal gov ernment’s power, is at­ 
tempting to share federal rev enu es with the states 
bu t is ru nning into mu ch v ocal opposition to his 
plan. 
Usu ally when a President takes an action it is to 
be ex pected that there will be those who approv e 
and those who disapprov e. 
Bu t in his efforts to 
solv e the nation’s economic problems withou t re­ 
sorting to wage-price freezes Mr. Nix on is being 
oprosec —■ not ju st from one side bu t from both 
sides. 
A headline on the situ ation reads: “Labor, Man­ 
agement Leaders Rap Maneu v er by President- 
Mild Step Called ‘Not Enou gh.’” 
One might ask—in fact the President might well 
ask—how he can win. 


FEW ARE THE ACCOLADES giv en the Presi­ 
dent today . Bu t the brickbats are withou t end. 
Americans hav e the freedom of speech and it is 
tc be cherished. Bu t abu se of that freedom and its 
ill-considered u se to tarnish the highest office in 
the land and the man we elect to occu py it as ou r 
serv ant is self-destru ctiv e. 
The Democratic party cu rrently is reported to 
be hav ing a hard time finding a candidate with su f­ 
ficient statu re to ru n a su ccessfu l campaign for th§ 
presidency . 
If we continu e to behav e toward ou r President 
as we are today , the time well may come when no 
worthy candidate can be fou nd and only those of 
inferioi character and qu alifications will consent 
to bear the v itu peration, the distru ct, the calu mny 
and the nev er-ending cacophony of complaint and 
criticism which today is corroding the presidency . 


The Soaring National Debt

THE ENTIRE DEBT then was only $75 million. 
This y ear the Nix on administration has asked that 
the debt ceiling be raised to $435 billion, a $40 bil­ 
lion increase in the ceiling. 
The actu al debt last y ear was ov er $392 billion 
and it is estimated that it will reach $407 billion 
this y ear. 
Ev en back in Alex ander Hamilton's day the gov ­ 
ernment had the same kind of fiscal problems it 
has today . Tbe same kind, incidentially , that many 
av erage citizens hav e—the ex penditu res were larg­ 
er than ex pected and the income was less. 
Howev er, by the 1830s the debt was practically 
eliminated throu gh the sale of pu blic lands. Then 
tame the Civ il War and borrowing lifted the debt 
abov e the billion-dollar line for the first time. 
World War I hiked the debt su bstantially again. 
Nex t came the depression and that period’s deficit 
spending boosted the national debt to $55 billion by 
1941. 


The debt then continu ed to leap ahead and thd 
interest on the debt climbed steadily also. It alone 
will cost an estimated $20.8 billion this fiscal y ear. 
Congress in recent y ears has failed to control 
lederal spending and, as a direct resu lt, the fed­ 
eral debt has continu ed to grow. At times there 
ev en has been fiscal su bterfu ge perpetrated by 
Congress. 


BUT TRADITIONALLY the 
Repu blicans hav e 
tried to hold the line on the federal debt ceiling 
and ev en adv ocate and work for a redu ction in the 
debt itself. 


Now 
howev er, President Nix on apparently has 
decided to switch rather than fight and instead of 
adv ocating a redu ction in the debt he has asked for 
a higher ceiling which wild allow more spending. 
To paraphrase the well-known say ing of a radio 
entertainer of a few y ears ago, we are forced to 
say of the national debt: Up and u p it goes, and 
where it will stop nobody knows. 


Couching the Recession 


By LEE MUELLER 
NEW YORK (NEA) - We 
are now in the midst of a de­ 
pressing 
recession 
(recessiv e 
depression?). Money is tight. 
Hordes of companies are go­ 
ing broke. Many persons are 
worried abou t losing their jobs. 
We also are in the midst of 
a psy chiatry boom. 
People 
are going crazy try ing to find 
a psy chiatrist. At a time when 
ev ery one is wearing last y ear’s 
coat and generally making do, 
y ou r friendly shrink is finding 
it difficu lt to make time for 
persons who apparently want 
nothing in the world more than 
to pay him $50 or $100 an hou r 
for his serv ices. 
QUESTION: Is there any con­ 
nection between this financial 
anx iety and the su rging popu ­ 
larity of psy chiatrists? 
ANSWER: May be y es, may ­ 
be no. 
“Nobody keeps any figu res of 
that kind,” said Dr. Walter E. 
Barton of the American Psy chi­ 
atric Association. “It’s my op­ 
inion, howev er, that while the 
recession certainly adds stress 
in some instances, it wou ldn’t 
affect the prev alence of mental 
illness. 
“There are too many people 
in dire financial straits walking 
abou t who are perfectly nor­ 
mal.” 


THE EFFECT of pov erty on 


mental stability has alway s in- 
triqu ed psy chiatrists — since it 
is well-known that instances of 
mental problems among the 
poor are considerably 
higher 
than among more 
well-to-do 
grou ps. 
Some ex perts like Dr. Barton, 
howev er, contend that money , 
or lack of it, is only on inci­ 
dental influ ence. 
“It’s not liv ing u p to y ou r 
own 
self-image 
that 
cau ses 
mental problems,” he pointed 
ou t. 
For the financial analy sts, 
the qu estion of whether finan­ 
cial instability contribu tes to 
mental instability is not so in­ 
trigu ing as the psy chiatry boom 
itself. 
“What amazes me,” said a 
Wall Street inv estment banker, 
“is that people will skimp on 
necessities — food, clothing, 
ev en haircu ts — and think noth­ 
ing of handing ou t $50 ev ery 
week to a gu y who Jets them 
sleep on his cou ch for an hou r.” 
This, of cou rse, only shows 
how naiv e some Wall Street in­ 
v estment bankers remain. The 
age of the shrink is here. The 
time has passed when people 
step back and cast beady ey es 
u pon persons who admit to see­ 
ing a psy chiatrist. 
‘‘Considering ithe speed with 
which modern life is changing, 
it amazes me that ev en more 


people aren’t seeking the help 
of psy chiatry ,” said Manhat­ 
tan's Dr. Thomas S. Sev ero. 
“Most of my patients do not 
hav e sev ere mental problems. 
Most of them are at odds with 
the world arou nd them and, 
sometimes, at odds with them­ 
selv es. Ou r job is to try to 
help them get things into per­ 
spectiv e. 
“Most people hav e recogniz­ 
ed that the mind is not u nlike 
any other part of the hu man 
body . It needs the same care.” 


THESE DAYS, u rban strate­ 
gists are writing magazine ar­ 
ticles entitled, “How to Find a 
Psy chiatrist.” These day s, psy ­ 
chiatry is replacing su rgical 
training as the most popu lar 
div ision of medical schools ac­ 
ross the cou ntry . 
“It’s in keeping with 
the 
times,” said Dr. George Mix ter 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation. “Psy chiatry is attract­ 
ing more y ou ng men — there’s 
been a 60 per cent increase in 
the last 30 y ears — becau se 
there’s been a change in taste. 
I think it stems from a social 
consciou sness becau se, certain­ 
ly , su rgeons still make more 
money than psy chiatrists.” 
May be. Bu t it is significant, 
perhaps that among the profes­ 
sionals being stu died for signs 
of Mental-Fiscal distress, psy ­ 
chiatrists are not mentioned.

NEW YORK - Now in polite 
society the phrase is “organiz­ 
ed crime.” Well, by any other 
name, be it the combine, the 
mob, the sy ndicate, or the fam­ 
ily circle, it is looting Wall 
Street and the financial area 
here of mo re than a $100 mil­ 
lion annu ally in Treasu ry cer­ 
tificates, stocks, bonds and oth­ 
er loose change sloppily gu ard­ 
ed by banks, postal employ es 
and bro kerag e ho uses. 
This is the estimate of special 
agents 
who 
hav e 
been 
s e c r e tly 
prowling 
the 
world’s finan­ 
cial 
capital 
in 
downtown 
M a n hattan 
for some six 
months at the 
d i r e c t iv e 
of 
the tru ly 
g r a n d 
old 
k i l s k l 
man of national inv estigations 
-- Sen. John McClellan. 
His 
famed racket-bu sting committee 
is aiming for the first week in 
April to open u p again on the 
criminal sy ndicates, their boss­ 
es and boss of bosses for the 
first time since he dramatical­ 
ly pu t Joe Valachi on the stand 
in 1963. 
Most of the looting, some­ 
times throu gh simple bu t whole­ 
sale 
thiev ery , 
sometimes 
throu gh fake stock promotion, 
sometimes throu gh new, soph­ 
isticated and compu terized tech­ 
niqu es, is being pu shed by the 
same mobs which mov ed from 
bootlegging into whisky 
and 
night clu bs, then 
into labor, 
and then into some of the mu lti­ 
million dollar (soon billion dol­ 
lar) labor u nion pension fu nds. 
Now they see the stock mar­ 
ket, the secu rities field, 
and 
“credit” loan sharking as the 
new grav y train. Some of the 
family 
bosses 
are 
fantastic 
mathematicians, 
wizards 
of 
odds. 
One, the father-in-law 
of one mu scled chap recently 
indicted on stock frau d charges, 
can plan a $50-million corpora­ 
tion in 20 minu tes. 
Their stock-in-trade 
alway s 
has been terror. So it is 
a 
simple matter for su ch as con­ 
v ict 
and 
ex tortioner 
Johnny 
Dio to tu rn enforcer and order 
“ sitdowns” 
(conferences) 
in 
New York restau rants to per­ 
su ade 
Wall 
Street 
employ es 
they had better see things clear­ 
ly . If they don’t, mabe they 
will not see so well. 
The combine operates on 
a 
Simple theory . Why , if a pack­ 
age can be flown to Mex ico 
City or Genev a, Switzerland, in 
a briefcase v alu ed at millions 
of dollars, shou ld one bother to 
take months on planning a hi­ 
jack or bankru ptcy operation 
netting $40,000 to half 
a mil­ 
lion dollars? 
Besides which, the stock mar­ 
ket, the financial area, and the 
loan shark bu siness in the dis­ 
trict are still open markets. No 
one sy ndicate has y et staked 
ou t claims, nor has there been 
a “meet” to carv e u p the 
“street.” 


Since there are no trade nor 
ju risdictional lines set by any 
of the families, there need not 
be 
any national 
commission 
“sitdown” in order to seek per­ 
mission for the looting, the fake 
stock schemes and the renting 
of secu rities to crooked firms 
seeking to bolster their portfol­ 
ios for credit reasons. 
Ju st mov e in on any of the 
hu ndreds of brokerage hou ses 
or banks or the mail (from 
which has been taken at least 
$65 million). 
There are enou gh “packages’* 
for all. In the past few months 
for ex ample, two alleged mob 
cou riers hav e been cau ght with 
bu ndles worth some $2 million 
to $2.5 million. Some time ago, 
one bank was hit for $13 mil­ 
lion. 
There are many techniqu es, 
bu t one is most interesting and 
it cost the Merrill Ly nch firm 
abou t a million dollars. 
One informer for a string of 
agencies, ranging from the FBI 
to the Food and Dru g Admin­ 
istration, told New York State 
Senator John Hu ghes’ Joint Leg­ 
islativ e Committee on 
Crime 
(with which I’m prou d to be 
associated) that normal mob 
procedu re is to pressu re a v u l­ 
nerable chap in the back room 
of a brokerage firm. They pu sh 
him 
into lifting “packages,” 
and into destroy ing microfilm 
records, if possible, to cov er the 
theft. 
At the Merrill Ly nch firm, 
more than a million dollars in 
secu rities 
disappeared 
from 
their v au lts. The film records 
were 
destroy ed 
making it 
mighty difficu lt to determine 
what was in the “package.” 
The informer said that “pack­ 
ages” often are on their way 
to Mex ico City or Switzerland 
by jet in a few hou rs after 


they ’re lifted. Then back they 
come as credit collateral or 
bargain-basement bu y s to be 
sold. 
Now the New York Stock Ex ­ 
change is u sing a compu teriz­ 
ed, momory bank sy stem to 
store serial nu mbers of heist- 
ed stock. It helps. 
Bu t not nearly enou gh. Mob 
looting in the financial district 
is 
flaring 
“at 
an 
alarming 
rate,” said 
Attorney General 
John Mitchell recently . 
And 
this will be discu ssed March 5 
at a plenu m meeting of the fu ll 
staffs of the 20 anti-crime strike 
forces now coordinating. This 
is really the first national of­ 
fensiv e against organized crime 
— with the FBI, of cou rse, do­ 
ing most of the heav y work. 
And, according to U.S. 
At­ 
torney for the Sou thern District 
of New York Whitney North 
Sey mou r Jr.. whose office liter­ 
ally ov erlooks the “district,’* 
cracking down on the u nder­ 
world’s forces here is ‘‘one of 
ou r major activ ities.” 
“There is a broadening of or­ 
ganized crime’s base of opera­ 
tions as it u ses new techniqu es 
of commu nication and mors 
soohisticated methods of opera­ 
tion now av ailable to mov e in 
on the financial area,” say s 
“Mike” Sey mou r. “They hav e 
the cash to operate. It comes 
from gambling, skimming, pol­ 
icy operations, and narcotics 
importation from France. They 
hav e the dollars to manipu late 
stocks.” 
So don’t be su rprised if there 
are a series of indictments 
bu rsting ov er Wall Street soon. 
Where there is big cash there 
is — what do y ou call it — 
“organized crime” and the boss 
of bosses. On that y ou can 
cou nt.

be dealt a fatal blow. The Fed­ 
eral gov ernment itself, throu gh 
a massiv e program of new tax a­ 
tion, wou ld take ov er the en­ 
tire field of medical serv ices, 
cradle to grav e.

“Under a nationalized sy stem, 
only the Federal Gov ernment 
wou ld lose when inefficiency 
crept in or when prices escalat­ 
ed; neither the consu mer him­ 
self, nor his employ er, nor his 
u nion, nor his insu rance com­ 
pany wou ld hav e any fu rther 
itake in controlling prices. The 
only way that u tilization cou ld 
be 
effectiv ely 
regu lated and 
costs 
effectiv ely 
restrained, 
therefore, wou ld be if the Fed­ 
eral Gov ernment made a force­ 
fu l, tenaciou s effort to do so. 
“This wou ld mean — as pro­ 
ponents of a nationalized insu r­ 
ance program hav e admitted— 
that Federal personnel wou ld 
inev itably be approv ing the bu d­ 
gets of local hospitals, setting 
fee schedu les for local doctors, 
and taking other steps which 
cou ld easily lead to the com­ 
plete Federal domination of all 
American medicine. That is an 
enormou s risk — and there is 
no need for u s to take it. There 
is a better way — a more prac­ 
tical, more effectiv e, less ex pen­ 
siv e, and less dangerou s way — 
to reform and renew ou r na­ 
tion’s health sy stem.” 


MR. NIXON’S IDEA is to im­ 
pose u pon all employ ers land 
he means all employ ers, down 
to those hav ing a single em­ 
ploy e) a requ irement that they 
prov ide basic health insu rance 
after Ju ly 1, 1973, for their work­ 
ers. By “basic,” he means in­ 
su rance cov ering hospital serv ­ 
ices and phy sicians’ fees, plu s 
“certain other medical ex pens­ 
es” not specified. His minimu m 
package wou ld inclu de “certain 
dedu ctible and co-insu rance fea­ 
tu res.” Employ es cou ld be re­ 
qu ired to pay u p to 25 per cent 
of the premiu m costs. 
The President also wou ld cre­ 
ate a new Family Health Insu r­ 
ance 
Plan, 
fu lly 
financed 
throu gh Federal tax es, to pro­ 
v ide cov erage for the poor and 
u nemploy ed. He wou ld retain 
Medicaid for the blind and the 
disabled. He wou ld raise the So­ 
cial Secu rity tax base in order 
to take ov er the entire cost o f 
Medicare for the aged. 
Mr. Nix on's package contains 
a great deal more — new fu nds 
for medical edu cation, for can­ 
cer research, for the encou rage­ 
ment of Health Maintenance Or­ 
ganizations. Some of these ele­ 
ments may be makeweights. The 
key point is the preserv ation of 
a basically priv ate sy stem of 
health insu rance and medical 
serv ices. Granting the original 
assu mptions, the 
President’s 
plan has great appeal.

Pests' Damage Zn Mijlions 
r/y 
Pesticide Developed 
To Control Fire Ant 


By GORDON BROWN 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - An in­ 
vader who first crawled ashore 
at Mobile, Ala., in 1918 and has 
claimed upwards of 120 million 
acres of United States land 
since, may be on its way out. 
After 13 years of research, 
scientists say they may have a 
pesticide to control the South 
American fire ant which has 
spread 
across nine Southern 
states and is still going strong. 
The pesticide is a mixture of 
mirex 
and 
corncob 
grits 
sprayed by airplane over infest­ 
ed areas. The ants drag the bait 
into their mounds and in a mat­ 
ter of weeks the mound popula­ 
tion dies from poisoning. Each 
mourn* houses 
about 
100,000 
ants. 
Fire ant damage to livestock 
and pastures costs millions of 
dollars annually and the ant’s 
venomous bite causes painful, 
scarring injuries to millions of 
Bien and beasts each year. 
A 1971 survey showed the 
pests have infested 126 million 
acres in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, 
North 
Carolina, 
South Carolina and Texas. They 
take over an additional several 
million acres each year. 


urged by Congress, started re­ 
search on control-eradication of 
the fire ant in 1957. The federal- 
state program now spends about 
$15.2 million a year. 
Fire ants usually erect their 
mounds on cleared land. The 
mounds are six to eight inches 
high, a couple feet wide and, in 
a badly infested area, only a 
few feet apart.

Pollution Attack 


Ohio City Plans 2-Way Clean-up Program 


FRANKLIN, Ohio (AP) - 
This city of 10,000 is attracting 
national attention in its experi­ 
mental efforts to clean up its 
garbage and sewage problems 
with an environment concept 
developed by an inventive city 
councilman and a hustling city 
manager. 
Already under construction on 
the same site are a new sewage 
treatment plant and a re-cycling 
garbage plant. The sewage plant 
is set to open in 1972. The trash 
operation starts May. I. 
City Manager Bernard Eich- 
holtz, former mayor of Coving­ 
ton, Ky., worked for and gained 
Ii $2.3 million grant for the 
sewage plant. 
Joe Baxter, a city councilman 
and holder of 53 patents for de­ 
velopment of paper making ma­ 
chinery, designed the garbage 
processing plant that separates 
metal, paper fiber and other 
products for sale to industry. 
Baxter is a designing engineer 
at the Black-Clawson Co. in 
Middletown. He worked four 
years in designing the $1.75 mil­ 
lion plant. 
“ All I did was see a lot of 
pieces lying around and thought 
of putting them together,” Bax­ 
ter said modestly. 
Called a “ hydrapulper,” Black 
Clawson built a small experi­ 
mental model for use at its 
plant. 
“ It has worked beautifully,” 
said William Herbert, director 
of engineering at the firm. 
“ Our hydrapulper will handle 
anything dumped into it.” 
City Manager Eichholtz said 
representatives from both Cin­ 
cinnati, Milwaukee, Wise., and 
other cities have visited the 
construction site recently. He 
said all are very interested in 
the process as a possible an­ 
swer for their problems. 
The garbage plant not only 
will dispose of garbage without 
polluting the air or Great Miami 
River, but cut costs by recycling 
materials for sale to industry. 
The process compacts and re­ 
jects some hard material. This 
is to be transported to a landfill 
where Franklin hopes to de­ 
velop a park after reclaiming 
land along the river. 
The remaining 90 per cent of 
the garbage is separated into 
paper fibers, pulp, glass, alumi­ 
num and plastic. What cannot 
be reused is burned at a high 
temperature. 
Fly ash that remains will be 
used in the sewage treatment 
plant for cleaning water. 
Franklin is seeking an addi­ 
tional grant for $600,000 to .re­ 
cycle the cleaned sewage water 
ta nearby paper making plants 


and completely automate the 
system. 
Officials said unrefined pulp 
from the plant will bring $15 a 
ton, magnetic metals the same 
price. For each ton of pulp, 
lumber men will not have to cut 
down 17 trees, Baxter added.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 
light case of diabetes for whi 
I am taking medication orally. 
My blood sugar is remaining 
stable, but I ’m still having nerv­ 
ous tremors when getting up 
from a sitting position or arising 
in the morning. My doctor said 
it was due to blood sugar. Do 
you agree and, if not, what 
might be the cause? Is it pos­ 
sible to have diabetes and still 
not show any sugar in the ur­ 
ine? 
Dear Reader — A low blood 
sugar from treatment of dia­ 
betes can cause nervous trem­ 
ors or faintness. It may be pos­ 
sible to regulate a person’s diet 
and medicine in such a way 
as to prevent this problem. 
Diabetes involves more than 
just the blood sugar. It can af­ 
fect the arteries and the nerves. 
When the nerves are involved 
the normal reflex actions to con­ 
trol the circulation may be af­ 


fected in such a way as to 
cause faintness. 
Yes, it is possible to have 
diabetes and not have sugar in 
the urine, even if the diabetes is 
not controlled by medicine. This 
usually means the kidneys are 
not functioning properly and the 
excess sugar in the blood that 
would normally be filtered out 
remains in the blood stream.
